‘Perspex’ 


’ Perspex * acrylic resin is one of the most versatile 
and attractive of the new synthetic materials which 
the British chemical industry has yet produced 
Since 1.C.l. chemists discovered it in 1932, this 
rystal-clear plastic has found hundreds of uses as 
varied as the transparent parts of aircraft, electric 
light fittings, chemical plant, and corrugated sheets 
for roof lighting. ‘Perspex’ is made from acetone 
of which one method of manufacture is based on 
molasses, a by-product of sugar manufacture 
The first step in making it is to produce a water 
white liquid called methyl methacrylate. The 
next is to polymerise this liquid—that is, to caus 
its molecules to join in long chains. The result | 
polymethyl-methacrylate which is sold under the 
proprietary name * Perspex Although only half 
the weight of glass, ‘ Perspex ' is extremely tough 
and its development was a timely achievement of 
the British chemical industry. In 1939 it wa 
adopted for the transparent parts of all British
